T h e So ld iers’ Ho me 
at 
Milwau kee. 


Probably no other one thing in Mil­ 
waukee attracts ho much 
attention 
from v isitors as the National Home for 
disabled soldiers, and a v i-dt made to 
the institution last week resulted in I 
the collection of -ome items that may j 
bo of interest to our reades, a* they 
certainly wen to us. 
When it is re­ 
member that the gov ernment lias pro­ 
v ided sev en such national homes for 
its disabled defenders, it cunnot cer­ 
tainly be charged that Republics are 
ungrateful. 
The congressional appro­ 
priations for these homes for the year 
ending June 
JO, 
1*00 amounted 
to 
MO,.‘125.00 The share for the Mil­ 
waukee home was $.225,04R.0O, to which 
is added large receipts 
from other 
sources. 
The Home is neither a hospital nor 
an almshouse: but a “ home” where 
subsistence, quarters, clothing, relig­ 
ious instruction, 
employment 
when 
possible, and amusement are prov ided 
by the gov ernment, not as a charity, 
but a-* a reward to the brav e and de­ 
serv ing: and its establishment is due 
to the patriotic ladies of Milwaukee, 
who in 
raised the magnilicent sum 
of $loo,0<K) for the first purchase of the 
ground. 
The grounds are located about a 
mile west of the city, embracing 170 
acres of charmingly div ersified land in 
the midst of a beautiful grov e of natur­ 
al forest trees, and contains three nat­ 
ural l a k e s and many beautiful springs, 
The buildings are large and commo­ 
dious, of cream colored brick and hand­ 
some in appearance. 
A large (lower 
garden and greenhouse furnish food 
for t h e {esthetic taste, while a farm of 
ov er an hundred acres (a paito f the 
domain), furnished much of the v ege­ 


t a b l e food, milk, eggs and chickens, 
consumed by the inmates. 
The main dining hall, which wo first 
entered, is 77 by 120 feet and will ac­ 
commodate 1,100 per&ons ¡it one time, 
while a smaller dining *oom adjoining 
is used by non-commissioned officers. 
There are 2,11*0 inmates, and of course 
a first and second table is laid. 
We 
v isited the kitchen, in which dinner 
was preparing, and where ev erything 
was as elean as in our own condensed 
mi Ik factory. 
Here in four great cop­ 
per tanks were steaming 2*0 gallons of 
deliciously fragrant cotíce, while in 
caldrons wore boiling 20 bushels of po 
tat,oes, and cabbage and other v ege­ 
tables 
in corresponding quantities. 
One caldron was filled with rich soup 
and in great ov ens wore baking ini* 
menso quantities of meat, while on 
platform trucks were hundreds of plat­ 
ter*-of sliced hum ready for the mid­ 
day meal. 
All the meals are first class 
in ev ery respect. 
Two kinds of meat 
are serv ed each day for dinner, with 
fish on Friday, with meat three times 
a week for breakfast and for supper. 
Each has all the wholesome food he 
wants, with good 
cotíce, 
teu 
and 
milk. 
A fine two-story building, erected at 
a cost of $15jXH>, contains a library of 
s.oiH) v olumes of standard works in 
nearly all departments of literature, 
with 1*5 leading magazines and news­ 
papers. 
The members all hav e free 
access to the library and well 
ed reading-room, and can take books 
1 to their quarters if they choose. 
The 
first iloor of the building is fitted up for 
amusements, with billiard, pool and 
card tables, etc. 
The discipline of the home is not on­ 
erous. but such as to conduce to the 
health and comfort of the inmates. 
In 
the wards each member is prov ided 
_ ! with an iron bedstead with wov en wire 
1 springs, hair mattress, pillow, 
bed 
clothing, an arm chair and wardrobe. 
These In* is required to keep in order 
and he is required to take a bath at 
least once a week. 
A barber shot) in 
each building is free to non-pensioners. 
Members who are able to work are as­ 
signed light duty about one-half day in 
a week and are employed at small 
wages if they choose to work at other 
times. 
The 
extra 
duty 
pay 
roll 
amounts to about $(>,500 a month. The 
men are kept amply and comfortably 
clothed and washing and repairing is 
done free uf charge 
In a beautiful chapel seating six 


v isit the interior of these buildings, we 
were assured that no detail that could 
conduce to the comfort or recov er; of 
the patients was left unprov ided for. 
in the way of amusements there is a 
well appointed theatre with 000 fold­ 
ing opera chairs. 
Here ea<-h season 
are giv en, free, first class lectures, 
concerts and theatrical and minstrel 
entertainments. 
Twenty-two theatri 
eal troops v isited the home during the 
past year. 
A band of twenty-sev en 
pieces giv e two concerts daily from the 
band stand in trie park. 
The home ha- one feature which i» 
not regarded with univ ersal fav or, but; 
which seemingly had to be to m a k e 1 
the best of a necessity.

As an offset to this feature, the home 
boasts its own Keeley Institute, with 
its social hall erected at a coat of $5,Odd 
To the equipment of this institution, 
the Brewers’ Association of Milwaukee 
coril ributcd $5oo, and our guide said 
they would hav e cheerfully giv en a 
thousand had it been asked for. 
The 
basement of the social hall, 40 by *0 
feet, is a billiard hall, the first floor a 
social and residing room, and the up­ 
per Iloor a comfortably furnished clul 
room. The ICeoiey Institute was es­ 
tablished in 1*92. 
It now has a mem­ 
bership of 521 with the loss of only a 
v ery small percent who hav e relapsed 
into their unfortunate habit.

guide was a graduate who had no do 
sire for stimulants since his cure eight 
een months ago.

While American cooks use 
fewer flav orin gs an d in gredien ts than 
the Frcn cli they are fon der of made 
dishes than a r o tho En glish an d also 
more giv en to the lav ish us** of h u t t or , 
cream, v egetables an d expen siv e little 
accessories. 
On o promin en t feature of American 
cookery which aston ish.-* our tran sat­ 
lan tic eon s ms is the erearn soup made 
without stock. 
Thero are man y v an 
etie.s of this, of which the foun dation 
is always the san e— n an n ly, 
milk. 
Those who taste thoso soups for the first 
time fin d it hard to boliov e that n o 
stock has lifcii used in tluar mun ufac- 
tun *. 
Mock bisq ue, for in stan ce, is a deli­ 
riously rich soup of a charmin g pub* 
pin k color. 
It is absolutely simple to 
make. 
Tho in gredien ts req uired an a 
can of tomatoes or a poun d of fresh 
fruit. 3 pin ts oi milk, a tabb'Spoon ful 
of flour, the same of butter, a small t» a- 
spooiiful of carbon ate of soda an d a sea­ 
son in g of pepper an d salt. Stew the to 
mutoes un til the pulp is ten der. Put on 
flie milk in a double saucepan to boil, 
reserv in g sufficien t to mix the flour to 
a smooth past» !, which add to the boil 
in g milk an d cook for ten min utes. 
To 
the stewed tomatoes add the soda; stir 
well an d rub through a fin e strain er. 
Add the butter an d season in g to tho 
milk an d fin ally the tomatoes. Serv e at 
on ce with small sq uare dice of bread 
prepared as follows, which can n ot bo 
distin guished from fried crouton s: < bit 
a slice of bread half an in ch thick, but­ 
ter it smoothly on both sides, cut in to 
(lice an d bake till crisp in a hot ov en . 
Cream of celery soup req uires a head 
of celery, a q uart of milk, a tablespoon * 
ful of flour, the same of butter, a slice 
of on ion , a hit of mace, salt an d white 
pepper. 
Hoi] the celery for do min utes 
or un til it is ten der. Boil the mace, on ­ 
ion an d milk together, an d when boil­ 
in g add the flour, rubbed smooth in a 
little cold milk; cook for fen min utes. 
Mash the celery in the water in which 
it has been boiled an d stir in to the boil­ 
in g milk. 
Add the butter an d season ­ 
in g. Strain an d serv e at on ce. 


D u rin g th o Sum m er D uy s. 
Hostesses would do well to hav e ices, 
when n ot serv ed in pajier eases, serv ed 
in glasses in stead of in small plates, 
wherein they melt an d slip about, in a 
most un tidy, n ot to say dan gerous, man ­ 
n er on warm aftern oon s. The homely 
custard cup with its comfortable han dle 
is by n o mean s out of place for this 
purpose if en ough tall, slim glasses are 
n ot av ailable, an d when placed on a 
plate oj i which the cake can he deposit­ 
ed an d remain diy will he foun d a fur 
n icer man n er of serv in g. 
Piles of sliced lemon set in fron t, of 
the tea urn an d flan ked by two cut glass 
decan ters filled with rum make tea a 
far more grateful bev erage for those 
who do n ot take cream, an d an iced tea 
pun ch disposed in a great dragon deco­ 
rated bowl an d surroun ded by a min ia­ 
ture fern ery is a most cheery an d in v ig­ 
oratin g accompan imen t. 
This latter 
win s the hearts of all men , its on ly ri­ 
v al liv in g its prototype, serv ed in a 
great cut crystal bowl, its glisten in g 
uiuImt masses surmoun ted by great piles 
of whipped cream. 


P rese rv in g th o C urra nt. 
Spicin g is a form of preserv in g that 
beautiful fruit 
the rip* red curran t 
which is n ot v ery gen eral. 
Vet, either 
by themselv es or serv ed as a rel.sh 
with meats, spiced curran ts prov ide a 
grateful v ariation in the mon oton ous 
men us of win ter time. A good rule is 3 
poun ds of sugar to 7 poun ds of curran ts 
an d a fceaspoon ful each of cin n amon , 
clov es, allspice an d of pepper if liked. 
Boil half an hour, stirrin g en ough to 
prev en t burn in g. 
Rather un common , too, is white cur­ 
ran t jam. Boil q uickly together for sev ­ 
en min utes eq ual q uan tities of fin e 
white curran ts, carefully stemmed, an d 
white sugar. 
Stir the jam gen tly all 
th e time an d skim thoroughly, .lust 
be­ 
fo re it is taken from the fire throw in 
th e strain ed juice of a good lemon to 4 
poun ds of the fruit. 


H o w to H a v e P ro tty H a n d s. 
These direction s are credited to the 
Chicago Tribun e: Wash the han ds in 
warm water with pure soap an d occa­ 
sion ally a little oatmeal. Dry them v ery 
thoroughly. Twice a week man icure the 
n ails as follows: ¡Souk them in soapy, 
warm water, scrub with a n ailbrush 
an d clean with ;ui oran ge wood stick, 
ihv ss back tho skin at tho sides an d 
base with the stick. 
With v ery sharp,

Clip the 
n ails in to ov al shape. File them smooth. 
If they are in clin ed to be brittle, rub a 
little salv e on them. Wash again , pow­ 
der an d polish with chamois an d wash 
on ce more to remov e an y traces of the 
powder. 
Ev ery day the n ails should ho 
rubbed with lemon juice, which dis­ 
courages the growth of skin at the base. 


D isco u ra g in g to M o sq u ito es. 
A mixture of glycerin an d carbolic 
acid is said to form a won derful protec­ 
tion from mosq uitoes as well as a cure 
for the bites. These direction s art' giv en 
in the New York Tribun e: Take about 
20 drops of the acid an d put it in to a 
bottle con tain in g an oun et' of glycerin 
an d half an oun ce of rosemary water. 
It used freely at n ight, the stin g of the 
bites will bo almost miraculously cured 
an d the disfigurin g blotches remov ed by 
morn in g. If the odor is foun d too dis­ 
agreeable, two or three drops of attar of 
ro ses will perhaps make the remedy 
pleasan ter a nd will leav e it q uite a s 
effica cio us.

portin g gold an d the loss of abrasion 
which would follow 
the

all sav ed. 
Ev ery dollar in gold which 
is used by the ban ks in carryin g on the 
great fin an cial operation s of our in dustry 
ami commerce is just as surely in cir­ 
culation as the gold in th« « treasury 
v aults which is represen ted by gold cer­ 
tificates. 
The claim that the ban kers hav e cor­ 
n ered all the gold is an other delusion , i 
The gold in the han ks represen ts the 
sav in gs of million s of depositors, who 
v ery sen sibly prefer to hav e their mon ey 
in a place where it will he safe an d at 
the sumo time draw in terest. 
If the 
ban kers are foolish en ough to ¡» ay in ­ 
terest on gold loan ed to them an d at the 
same time refuse to len d it out, they are 
certain ly v ery un selfish citizen s.

con sidered good. Con serv ativ e estimates 
place tlu* season ’s total crop at 750,000 
bales <«f 750 poun ds each, eq ual to 
1,150,000 American bales or 562,500,- 
000 po unds. 
With this greatly in creased competi­ 
tion of Egyptian cotton , it is on ly n atu­ 
ral that in years in which the American 
crop is up to the av eargo prices should 
be lower than they were before tlu* re- 
cen fc exten sion of cotton plan tin g in 
Egypt. Y« ‘t the silv critos persist in tell­ 
in g the people of the south that it is the 
lack of 50 ct'iit dollars which has reduced 
the price of cotton in this coun try an d 
promise that un der free coin age at 16 
to 1 the v alue of tho American cotton 
crop will be doubled.

There* are soups, can n ed meats an d 
v egetables, desserts an d coolin g drin ks 
all r» *ady, with a little man ipulatin g, 
to Serv e. 
Some popular prejudice has existed 
in regard to can n ed meats. Occasion ally, 
it is true, a family 1^ poison ed by til« ir 
use. 
But these are rare in stan ces, an d 
th« * trouble is usually traceable to some 
carelessn ess on the part of th» * people 
thems« Iv es, rho y either buy cheap stoc k 
from some grocer who has had the stuff 
on han d for an in d« fin ite time, or thf y 
hav e allowed tin * article to stan d in the 
can for hours, perhaps for » lays, after it 
has been open ed. 
On e of the first req uisites, then , in 
startin g out to buy ready prepared food, 
either for table or picn ic, is to go to a 
first class place an d buy n on e but the 
best. The chan ces of poison in g are then 
reduced to a min imum. 
In can n ed meats there is absolutely 
almost n othin g which is n ot to be had. 
Can n ed fish for this season of the year 
is simply delicious. Fish seems to gain 
by bein g packed away in oil an d spices 
an d catchup an d the like. 
It, becomes 
firmer an d tak<*s on a fin er flav or. For 
a lun cheon there is n othin g more tooth­ 
some than fresh brook trout don e in to­ 
mato sauce. 
Fresh mackerel is a fav orite can n ed 
fish. 
It comes put up in mustard or in 
oil or in clear v in egar, with slices of 
cucumber pickles with a dash of on ion . 
For those who are fon d of them there 
are the rich an chov ies. Then all man n er 
of shrimps, clams, oysters an d the lesser 
tidbits .¡,r<* to !«.« had for what appears 
v ery rcason at)!» * figures. 
Potted ton guo, ham an d be» *f are fin e 
for makin g san dwich* s. If an y on e de­ 
sires the meat mon h ig h ly season » d, the 
dev iled goods ar.« excellen t for the same 
purpose. 
Sardin e paste an d a n umber of meats 
made in to paste hav e been coii(l**mn ed 
as bein g too stron g. 
But the mistake 
has often been mad« « of spreadin g 011 too 
thick. 
In the lin e of cheese what is kn own 
as club cheese is in high fav or at pres- 
en t. It is soft, spreads like butter an d 
is n ot so pun gen t as some of the other 
bran ds. 
Speakin g of cheese, a little 
cracker seen 011 the table at almost ev ­ 
ery lun cheon n ow is the on e with the 
thin coatin g of cheese blistered in to the 
crust. 
It has decidedly a “ moreish” 
taste. 
On e of the n ewest v egetables can n ed 
is the beet. 
It is put up in glass can s 
an d heav ily spiced. Small ten der beets 
are selected, an d in th« * red liq uid they 
look decidedly temptin g. 
Preserv es an d jellies of all kin ds come 
put u]) in glass, an d the fruit especially 
looks much more temptin g than most of 
the home production . 
Tlu* prices are so reason able it looks 
like waste of time to stew an d worry 
ov er such work at home. 
On o of tho most delightful thin gs of 
th** presen t time is the fruit cordial, 
from which each family can , with a lit- 
tl« ' ic«*, easily man ufacture its own 
drin ks. An y flav or desired may be se- 
lected—raspberry, strawberry, coffee, 
lemon or oran ge. Th« * price is 45 cen ts 
a q uart, an d a q uart of the cordial will 
make sev eral gallon s of drin k. 
Shav ed 
or cracked ice placed in the glass makes 
the drin k pleasan ter. More sugar may 
be added to taste. Lime juice an d rasp­ 
berry v in egar are similarly used.—Chi­ 
cago Tribun e.

There ar» * f» v v St. Louisan s who kn ow 
that rat catchin g is an established busi­ 
n ess in this city. An d fewer kn ow that 
con siderable in gen uity en ters in to an 
adept practice of the craft. 
Ven erable 
housewiv es recall how, a g» *n eration 
ago, there were some q ueer characters 
j who con tracted to rid places of the ro- 
, den t pests by all man n er of moan s, from 
ordin ary legerdemain to the extraordi- 
j n ary method of the Pied Piper of Hame- 
i lin . There were others, too, who hired 
out in telligen t ferrets to extermin ate 
rats. 
But the adv an ce of civ ilization 
has had its eff ct on the scien ce of rat 
catchin g, an d ev en in that bran ch of in ­ 
dustry mechan ical con triv an ces hav e 
supplan ted man ual work. 
O. P. John son is probably the loadin g 
rat catcher of St. Louis. 
His traps are 
n ot cheap trifles, an d there are man y 
person s who hire him to set the e«'»u- 
triv an ces in their places, payin g 5 cen ts 
I for each of the little pests that is cap­ 
tured. 
The largest restauran ts afford 
1 John son con siderable work. 
But the 
hotels, which would n aturally be ex­ 
pected to offer a fav orable field for 
John son ’s work, do n ot figure us 
a m o n g 
| his good patron s. 
H*> says that the rat 
is on e of the most cautious of an imals, 
an d that the meddlesomen ess of hostelry 
attaches prev en ts successful trap settin g 
in hotels. On e big down town establish­ 
men t was rid of 53 rats in on e n ight. 
Both John son an d Hen ry Hein atten d 
to the former’s traps. They make daily 
roun ds, settin g the con triv an ces or dis­ 
posin g of the captiv es. 
When a lan d­ 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in ­ 
forms John son of that portion of the 
house where the little an imals do most 
of their foragin g. 
For the first n ight or two tho trap is 
set there in such a man n er that the rats 
can n ibble tho bait an d afterward es­ 
cape. On the day that John son fin ds all 
tho cheese an d crackers in tho boxlike 
con triv an ce hav e been dev oured durin g 
the n ight he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
in to which tho captiv e rats are to be 
forced out of the v iew of prospectiv e 
prison « t s. Thus fully 100 rats can be 
caught in on o trap in on e n ight. 
•John son says that he doesn ’t con tract 
to en tirely rid a place of rats. He thin ks 
he “ kn ows as much about the busin ess 
as an yon e else” an d says that when 
the roden ts hav e firmly established 
themselv es in a house it is almost im ­ 
possible to driv e th« *m out, A ferret, he 
says, might destroy tho n est an d the 
trap catch all the rats in the house, but 
if the locality is particularly fav orable 
for roden t ligty; n eighborin g pests are 
most likely to mov e in to the place. 
“ Times are chan ged,” said an old 
timer. 
“ I remember when a man had 
to work a sight harder than he does ’ 
n ow before he’d get sev eral pieces of sil­ 
v er for 24 hours’ rat catchin g. In those 
days these n ewfan gled traps weren ’t 
kn own . 
“ There used to be a fellow liv in g 
down 011 the lev ee that kn ew more about 
rats than a jockey kn ows about race 
horses. 
He had a partn er, an d both of 
them worked all kin ds of schemes on the 
little creatures. These two men had a 
way of spreadin g bait 011 a cellar floor 
an d then sn eakin g in on rubber boots. 
On e of them carried a sack an d a q ueer 
puir of ton gs. 
The other had a bulls- 
eyo lan tern with a slidin g pan el. 
“ They’d sit in the dark as q uiet as a 
grav eyard un til tho rats commen ced 
fightin g an d q uarrelin g or un til they 
kn ow tho place was full of the v armin ts.

“ Then the lan tern would be turn ed 
1 on sudden ly, an d the rats, who are as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, would 
stan d stock still. 
The man with the 
ton gs—an d ho was q uicker than greased 
lightn in g—would pick up tho pests an d 
| fire them in to the sack before the little 
| thin gs kn ew what was up. 
Sometimes 
| they’d bag as man y as 40 at a crack, 
but at other times the rats would be- 
com« > accustomed to the light an d soam- 
| per away before 20 of their comrades 
had been n abbed.” 
But the scien ce of rat catchin g has 
fewer expon en ts than has the art of rat 
killin g. Housekeepers are n ot gen erally 
an xious to hav e tho little an imals about 
them, an d hen ce they pay more atten tion 
to the ways of exorcisin g the pests than 
they do to mean s of capturin g them. 
In addition to the time worn scheme 
of poison ed bait, there are a n umber of 
un iq ue plan s that are operated from 
time to time by lan dlords who hav e lost 
patien ce with the domestic marauders.

THE PORTLAND VASE. 


AN ARCTIC STUDIO. 


A L ittle W ooden Shed B u ilt F a r W ithin 
th e A rctic C ircle. 
At the head of an alm ost unknown 
bay, beyond the w aters of Ingleficld 
gulf, the Falcon found tem porary re s t; 
and there, under a lofty peak and in the 
presence of a m ighty glacier, we erected 
out tw o tiny buildings. 
The site was 
chosen upon a terrace in the bed of an 
ancient glacier and near a rapid brook 
that ran down to the bay. The studio 
form ed a w ing of the larger building, 
and w as built of three inch groov ed 
pine. 
It w as m ade w ith double walls, 
and had an air space of one foot com ­ 
pletely env eloping tops, sides and bot­ 
tom, and an additional air space of one 
inch formed by felt cov ering the w alls 
and ceiling. On the side facing the w est 
were placed double doors, and on the 
south a double skylight and a window. 
Ov er three of the exterior w alls was 
fastened tin conv entional tar paper. 
In 
this sm all'abode, the northernm ost stu­ 
dio iu the world, w ith a ground space 
of 15 by 61 ._> feet, and w ith a bright of 
less than 8, my comrade and 1 were to 
dw ell for m ore than a year. 
On Aug. 26, 1K98, the studio was 
made habitable w ith tw o folding beds, 
trunks and boxes for seats and recepta­ 
cles, and oilcloth for floor cov ering. 
A 
long shelf w as run along the west side 
of the room, near the ceiling, and under 
the skylight was placed a series of 
shelv es. A clock w ith a homelike v oice 
gav e an air of habitableness to the 
room, and from the ceiling was sus­ 
pended a lam p w ith a chain for raising 
and low ering it— always an object of 
w onder and delight to the childlike In- 
nuit, or Eskimo. 
Near by were tw o 
other dwellings, but of sealskin, the 
homes of the Innnits Myo and Kashoo, 
who, w ith their fam ilies, had been in ­ 
duced to leav e the neighborhood of Cape 
P arry and come w ith us.—Frank W il­ 
bert Stokes in Century. 


T he F rench N a v a l Unit. 
The old distinctions of battleship and 
cruiser, coast defense ship, lookout ship, 
torpedo catcher and all the rest are to 
disappear 
utterly from the face of 
French waters. 
The key words of the 
new scheme are homogeneity and au­ 
tonomy. Tin* fleet is to be homogeneous 
through all its units, the units to be 
self sufficing for all the v arious func­ 
tions of w ar. The archetype of this au­ 
tonomous un it is tin1 Dupuy do Lome. 
This v essel, generally classed as an a r­ 
mored cruiser, was launched in 1890, 
but w as not completed until some years 
later. She is of 0,500 tons displacement, 
874 feet long, of 51 feet 6 inches beam 
and 23 feet 0 inches draft. 
She steams 
17.5 knots an hour w ith natural and 20 
with forced draft and is reckoned able 
to m ake 4,000 m iles at 12.5 knots w ith­ 
out coaling. 
She is arm ored— and this 
is her m ost distinctiv e feature— w ith 
4.7 inches of steel throughout her whole 
length and almost ov er the whole sur­ 
face of the hull. 
For heav y arm am ent she carries two 
7.6 inch breechloaders and six 6.3 inch 
canet quick firing guns, besides num er­ 
ous sm aller quick fir* rs. 
The heav y 
guns are so mounted that she can fire 
fiv e of them ahead, astern or on either 
broadside. This form idable type A dm iral 
Fournier proposes to strengthen and 
dev elop into the unit of his homogene­ 
ous fleet, w hich is to be equal indiffer­ 
ently to ev ery serv ice demanded of a 
warship. — Blackwood’s Magazine.

A M a sterpiece T ha t Long Puzzled the A n ­ 
tiqua ria n« c f F, a rope. 
The w orkm anship of the v ase and 
the m aterial of w hich it is composed 
long exercised the ingenuity of some of 
the greatest antiquarians in Europe. 
Brev al believ ed it to U* chalcedony; 
Bartoli, M ontfaucon and others, sar­ 
donyx; Count Fezi, am ethyst; De la 
Chausse and 
Misson, 
agate, 
w hile 
Venuti decided 
that 
it was paste. 
W edgwood’s exam ination of the v ase 
prov ed the last opinion to be the correct 
one. 
A layer of w hite glass had been 
fused on a dark blue body, the exquisite 
figures bi ing afterw ard produced in this 
layer by cutting down to the blue by 
the gem engrav er, after the m aim er of 
real cameos. Wedgwood also discov ered 
that the v ase had at some tim e be- u 
broken and repaired. It was his opinion 
that the head w hich formed the lottom 
of the v ase was a piece of some other 
work that had been cut down and in­ 
serted in the place of the original bot­ 
tom, which had probably been destroyed 
at the tim e the v ase itself was broken. 
By the autum n of 1789 Wedgwood, 
after m any failures, had succeeded iu 
his arduous undertaking, and the first 
perfect copy, m ade in the famous jasper 
ware, was finished. Sev eral more copies 
were subsequently made, though the 
exact num ber does not seem at all cer­ 
tain. 
These were of v arious de grees of 
perfection and v aried in size and color. 
O riginally sold at from 80 to 50 guineas 
each, according to excellence of finish, 
tim e has, of course, considerably en­ 
hanced their v alue, and some years ago, 
at the sale of the M artineau collection, 
one sold for .€ 294. 
In 1810 the Duke of Portland placed 
the v ase in the B ritish museum, where 
some 85 years afterw ard it was w antonly 
brokt n to atoms by a drunken v isitor. 
A fter being skillfully repaired it was 
placed for additional safety w ith the 
gems. 
A uthorities are by no means agreed 
as to the subjeet < f tin' bas-relief, though j 
v arious explanations hav e been offered. 
According to the museum catalogue, 
the composition repn -cuts on the ob­ 
v erse Thetis consenting to be the bride 
of Paleus in the presence of Poseidon 
and Eros; on the rev erse, Peleus and 
Thetis on M ount Pel ion, and on the 
bottom of the v ase (now detached) a 
youthful bust of P aris.—Good Words. 


F ellin g u D a ngerous C him ney . 
There is only one way of sav ing a 
chim ney out of plum b from collapse if 
the bend increases— that is, to cut a 
slice out of the masonry on the other 
side, so that it may sink on that side 
and bring itself straight. 
But 
that 
method, though efficacious at times, 
often weakens the structure. 
The only 
other alternativ e) is to pull down and 
build afresh, and there are two ways of 
doing that. 
One is to pull the chim ney 
down, stone by stone, beginning at the 
top, a tedious m ethod and a terribly 
risky one if the structure hi* tottering 
to its fall. The ot her m ethod the w riter 
has often seen practiced in Lancashire 
and Yorkshire. 
A t a m ill a few m iles 
outside of M anchester, for instance, a 
dangerous chimney had to be “ felled” 
not long ago, and the contractor started 
to cut away the brickw ork at the base 
on fiv e out of its eight sides. 
Once, 
thinking it was about to settle on him , 
he and Ins men hurried away, but the 
fall did not take place, and they re­ 
turned to work. The gaps were propped 
up w ith tim ber and the structure sup­ 
ported in this way till the proper tim e. 
Then the wood was soaked w ith par­ 
affin and daubed w ith rosin and ignited. 
The flames and smoke poured up the 
chim ney w ith a great roar, and the d ar­ 
ing man lingered at the foot for a quar­ 
ter of an hour, feeding the flame at one 
point so the wood m ight collapse there 
first and the chim ney take that direc­ 
tion in its fall. 
At length the balks 
gav e way, the chim ney tottered, then 
leaned ov er in a circular fashion and 
finally collapsed in the m iddle and fell 
in a heap. 
The clim ber told the w riter 
that In distinctly preferred to bring a 
chim ney down in that way, for once, 
w hile taking down a shaft in a north 
Lancashire district, he heard it groan 
and creak and had only tim e to slip 
down the rope and rush aw ay when it 
fell. — < 'ham bers’ Journal. 


C a re of tho Fart-. 
D uring this “ sweaty w eather” the 
d irt w ill accum ulate in the ears of the 
little tots old enough to play out of 
doors, and it m ust be remembered that 
ear wax is not dirt, and mothers ought 
to be v ery careful in cl aniug children’s 
ears not to gouge out the wax w ith sharp 
pointed instrum ents. The wax is intend­ 
ed to protect the ear and should not lie 
disturbed, exc pt that part w hich has 
already worked its w ay out. 
A nother 
thing about < urs is that they should not 
be pulled and boxed. 
Pi rhaps this may 
seem the most conv enient and conv inc­ 
ing mode of punishm ent when the child 
If naughty and the m other is tired and 
cross, but it should nev i r bo indulged 
in. 
Both pulling and boxing m ay in ­ 
flame the tissue that holds the auricle 
in place and induce hardness of hearing 
and ev en perfect deafness. 
The drum ­ 
head or elastic m em brane just w ithin 
the ear has often been seriously injured 
and sev ere illness caused by sev erely 
boxing the ears. — Philadelphia Times.
